That each person or tax payer charged with tax es on a tax duplicate In the hands of a County Treasurer may pay the full amount of such tax es on or before the first 
Monday in May, or may at his option, pay one-half thereof on or before the said First Monday in May, and the remaining half on or before the First Monday in November, in the 
manner prescribed by law. All road tax es to be added to the firet installment. 
When first installm ent is not paid prior to the first Monday in May, the tax es for the whole year become delinquent. 
The Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and charges on Delinquent Tax es resulting from any omission of the person pay ing to state definitely on what 
property, in whose name and in what township or corporation it was assessed. 
Persons owing Delinquent Tax es should pay them at once. Thedate law is of such character that there is no option left the Treasurer but to enforce the collection of 
delinquent tax es, however much he may regret to collect the same, by sale of property. 
The owner of property on the first day of March in any year, shall, be liable for the tax es of that year. The purchaser of property on the first day of March shall 
be 
considered as owner on that day.—Sec. 108. 
All the property, both personal and real, situated in any county, shall l>e liable for the payment of all tax es, penalties, Interests and costs to the owners thereof, In'sueh 
county, and no partial payment of such tax es, penalties, interests or costs shall diaeharge or release any part or portion of such property until the whole be paid; which lien shall 
in no wise be affected or destroyed by any sale or transfer of any such personal property — Sec. 644, K s. 
-The Treasurer has no option in rebating the penalty on fax es allowed to go delinquent. 
Tax payers are particularly notified that all Road Tax is 
due and payable with the first installment. 
No County Orders w ill be paid to persons owing Delinquent Tax es, and all parties are warned against 
baying the same. 
The annual sale of Delinquent Lands and Lots w ill take place on the Second Monday in February, 19C8.

Mr. Sweeney sa y s: 
“ What, then, is the doty of every 
true sportsman, every lover cf little 
Bob and the remnant of his family 
which have escaped the deadly aim of 
his gnn? 
It is to at once go forth, 
locate the bevies of birds that are left 
and provide shelter for them where 
they may find protection from the 
elements when the storms and chilling 
blasts do come. 
This is not all 
He 
should be ready as soon |*s the storm 
makes its appearance to go to these 
shelters and distribute grain in ample 
qua ntities, and every few day s until 
the^storm subsides and the temperature 
moderates, repeat the operation, and 
thns save hundreds of birds which 
w ill surely perish if not protected 
and fed. 
“ The work of providing shelter for 
the birds should not be left until the 
heavy snow^comes, for then it may be 
too late. 
Do it now, and let the little 
fellows learn where they can find pro­ 
tection when it is needed.**

York World. The test of the car was 
an official one. A speed of six ty miles 
an hour was made. Perfect control of 
the speed was possible at all times. 
In a space of 8 by 0 feet this car 
combines the power house, transm is­ 
sion lines, substations and all the l>en- 
efits of electric traction without the 
costly and cumbersome effects of the 
trolley . One man can operate and con­ 
trol the whole. 
Two electric motors of six ty horse­ 
power each drive the car, and these 
! are furnished current by a 120 horse- 
pow'er direct current g enerator, which 
in turn is driven by an eig ht cy linder 
g as eng ine, which consumes g asoline.

Before him is a r 
immense diagram of the tunnel iilumi 
nated b y electricity, on w hich is shown 
at all times the position of ev ery train 
b eneath the riv er.

apparatus of its kind ev er tried, and 
it is said to hav e prov ed its v alue at 
once. 
The tracks are indicated b y green 
and the trains b y red lights.
